“But In so far as the disorderly 
cross-rates result from speculae 
tIve actlvity due to political ‘de-~ 
velopnients In the international 
sphere, the problem is almost in- 
soluble," sald Professor Qureshi. 

Professor Qureshi, who has 
been here on a short visit, sald he | 
was very much impressed by the 
progress dnd prosperity of Hong 
Kong. .He sald that before the 
war, Hong Kong was the com- 
mercial entrepot mainly for South 
Chinn, Today, it Is the commer- 
clai entrepot for the whole of the 
Far East gnd the, volumo of its 
trade has registered a substantial. 
increase, 

This, satd Professor Qureshi, 
ts due to Hong Kong being o free 
port ond to its”political stability, 
sound budgetary positioh, com- 
paratively stable currency and the 
availability of excellent bankinr, 
warehousing and other port 
facilitles.

fessor Qureshi, 

“He added that Hong Kong as a
